SCHOOL REPORT. 


At the beginning of the financial year, the sum of 
$81.94 above the school appropriation, was in the hands 
of the school treasurer; but out of this surplus were paid 
two bills amounting to $41.16, which belonged to. last 
year’s expenses. This left only $40.78 above the appro- 
priation, making a total of $1,841.16 for the schools this 
year, or $178.48 less than for last year. 

For this amount of money, the pupils in our schools 
have been given a larger average number of weeks of 
schooling than for last year. While No. 8 and No. 4 
schools had two weeks less, No. 6 had 125 weeks more, 
No. 10 pupils had 19 weeks more, and No. 9 pupils had 
135 weeks more this year than last year. In addition to 
this, a larger amount than usual has been expended for 
repairs. 

This has been make possible only by the transporta- 
tion of pupils where the number to attend did not war- 
rant having a school. The pupils at No. 7 and No. 10 
were transported for less than half the expense of main- 
taining schools in those districts, and the expense for 
maintaining the extra school at No. 5 and transporting 
pupils from No. 9, for the fall and winter terms, was over 
$30 less than the cost of No. 9 school the same length of 
time for the fall and winter of 1897. In addition to this, 
the pupils from No. 9 had nearly two weeks more school- 
ing than last year, and a chance was given for more. 
The following figures show the relative expense of No. 9 
school and the extra school at No. 5, the figures for No. 
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9 being taken from the school report for the year ending 
Feb. 15, 1898:

At the beginning of the fall term} there were 43 chil- 
dren in No. 5 district to be provided with schooling. 
There are only 36 desks in the room, and on account of 
unsatisfactory heating arrangements, no more should be 
added. The large number of classes, which could not be 
reduced with profit to the pupils, as well as the in- 
creased number of pupils, made it necessary to either 
furnish an assistant teacher in the school building, 
which would mean extra expense, or to remove certain 
classes and a number of the pupils. It was thought best 
to take the latter course, and a school of thirteen pupils 
was held in the hall. With the six other pupils having 
recitations there, nineteen different pupils and eleven 
classes recited at the hall, and as already shown, it was 
accomplished without extra expense. We feel it our duty 
to say, however, that the teacher of the No. 5 higher 
grade school, practically gave her time and work in order 
to bring about these results and to make the plan as 
nearly successful as possible. The results we leave for 
those most interested to judge, feeling that they will 
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know the advantages gained for the pupils in the school 
building and for those at the hall. 

We wish to emphasize the following and to call the at- 
tention of our tax payers to it: 

In every case where the pupils were transported in- 
stead of maintaining separate schools for them, there was 
a large saving in expense and they received better advan- 
tages by entering a larger school, than they could have 
had in a small school of six or eight pupils. This. was 
the case in transporting No. 7, No. 9 and No. 10 pupils. 
The more our schools are consolidated, and graded if pos- 
sible, the better advantages our pupils will have. 

During the past year, the text books in all the schools 
have been labelled and repaired, and teachers have been 
required to keep account of them and to report any dam- 
age. Books too badly defaced and injured to be in use, 
have been removed, and others unfit for use have been 
exchanged for new, for a slight additional expense. Others 
will be rebound. While this will not much lessen the sup- 
ply bills this year, it will doubtless do so in years to fol- 
low, as those who have charge of the school supplies 
should keep a record of books loaned to each school, and 
the teachers should have a record of books loaned each 
pupil. The pupils should be required to keep books free 
from marking or other injury, and to pay for any damage 
to books in their care. 

New physiologies, required by the New Hampshire state 
law, have been placed in the schools, and much needed 
text books for history and arithmetic have been purchased. 
In none of our schools is there a good unabridged diction- 
ary, a most essential -reference book. While the public 
libraries supply the demand for some reference and other 
books, there should be some at hand in the schoolrooms, 
and our schools are especially lacking in regard to all 
kinds of reference books.

The repairs at No. 3 and No. 6 schools have made a 
great improvement in each case. At No. 8 and No. 4, 
there is need of papering or otherwise renovating the 
schoolrooms. The slate roof at No. 5 leaks as much as 
ever, although repeated attempts have been made to re- 
pair it. We suggest that the town take this matter in 
hand, as a slate roof does not seem suitable for this 
building, and repairing the slate is only a waste of school 
money. 

On account of sickness and the severity of the winter, 
it was thought best to discontinue some of the schools 
that might otherwise have had a larger number of weeks; 
hence the balance of $25.99 in the hands of the treasurer.

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REPORT OF 
TREASURER OF THE INGALLS MEMORIAL LIBRARY, 


For THE YEAR ENDING DECEMBER 31, 1898. 


The circulation of books for 1898 has been good for a 
year whose events have caused a general reading of the 
daily and other papers, rather than library books. This 
is the report from many libraries, and it partly explains 
the decrease in circulation at the West Rindge Branch and 
the Ingalls Memorial Library. It has also led to the in- 
crease in circulation of magazines dealing with topics of 
the day, the number of magazines circulated at the Ingalls 
Library in 1898 being larger than in any previous year. 
The East Rindge Library, since it has been made free to 
the people of that village, has supplied more convenient 
material than at the central library, though the cireula- 
tion from the latter has been good. 

With the exception of ten volumes that were gifts, no 
new books have been added to the library since the sum- 
mer of 1897, though there have been numerous calls for 
them both, for special aid and for fresh literature. The 
patrons of the library are encouraged to make suggestions 
- regarding books desired, and their suggestions are consid- 
ered in choosing new books, both for the central and 
West Rindge libraries. | . 

Among the large number of new books added to the 
West Rindge Branch, and circulated in October, 1898, were 
volumes which have afforded valuable, material for special 
work, especially for some of the schools. The call for more 
books for plant study has met with a generous response 
from Miss Ware, who has placed a large, three-volume 
illustrated botany, besides several copies of other works on 
botany, in her library and in the Ingalls Library. Special 
attention is called to this large and valuable work en- 
titled an ‘‘Illustrated Flora of the United States,’’ as it 
will be of great assistance to those wishing to study the 
flora of this section. 

The plant study in some of the schools last spring, 
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especially at the East Rindge school, was very gratifying, 
and a number of specimens were added to the herbarium 
at this library. 

Besides gifts already mentioned, were a volume from Mr. 
A. S. Coffin of New York; a History of Claremont from 
George D. Balcom; and a case of mounted specimens of the 
gypsy moth, from ‘the Massachusetts Gypsy Moth Com- 
mission. A few articles for the antiquarian collection were 
received. One new magazine, the ‘‘Woman’s Home Com- 
panion,’’ comes to the library, and the usual number of 
magazines are kindly loaned by individuals. All these 
favors are gratefully acknowledged, and the patrons of 
the library may be assured that their appreciation and 
promotion of the interests of the library will win for it 
the cordial support and generous assistance of friends. 

The total number of books circulated in 1898, was 
2,938, of which 58 were West Rindge library books, and 
657 were juveniles. The average daily circulation was 29 
volumes; the largest number for any one day was 60 
volumes. The number of magazines circulated was 485. 

For comparison the following items are given: 

The total circulation of books in 1895 was estimated to 
be 2,000 volumes; for 1896, it was 3,270 volumes, and 
for 1897, it was 3,337 volumes. Books from the West 
Rindge Library were as follows: 

In 1895, and before the books at the Ingalls Library 
were circulated, 111 volumes from the West Rindge Branch 
were given out at the central library; in 1896, 46 vol- 
umes; in 1897, 59 volumes. 

In 1896, there were 514 juveniles circulated, and in 
1897, 786 juveniles. The average daily circulation for 
1895 was 26 volumes, for 1896, 31 volumes, and for 1897, 
33 volumes. The largest number for any one day in 
1895 was 47 volumes; for 1896, 58 volumes; for 1897, 
67 volumes. The number of magazines circulated in 1895 
was 187 numbers; in 1896, 467 numbers; in 1897, 469 
numbers.
